Tahiti is still there, The sea still breaks in

The tea- 
son is simple: Tahiti is no longer remote, 
misty isle of legend, a place untouched by the 
niggling realities of the outeidte world, Now 
it if 05 Near as Your airport. 

Let me make miself clear Ide not say that 
Tahiti is “fitisherl”; far from it On the contra- 
ro new ero & beommning for the island. F suv 
only that the stute of mind that was Tahiti, 
that drew Melville, loti, Stevenson, ane! 
Gauguin to the istand, has vanished, merely 
becuuse the place is no longer far away, and 
no Writer, painter, or plain escapist can any 
longer “get away from it all” there 

I witnessed the metamorphosis. of Tahiti, 
| was there when the first jet arrived and the 
areen island of dreams took on the sharply 
etched outlines of « spectacular vacution is- 
land, J hod come to Tahiti by sea, us third 
mite of the new Bowaty, a copy of the origi- 
nal mutiny ship. which hue been built by Met- 
ro-(aoldwvn-Mayer fora filming of Nordheif 
and Hall's book. Midtiny on the Bounty. — 

We had sighted the lighthouse on Point 
Venus at nivht. At first light we worked! inte 
Matauval Boy, and instantly we were surround 
ed by a fleet of autrigeger canocs For me the 
scene hada dreamlike quality. We were an- 
chore in the exact spot where Wallis, Cook, 
and Bligh had dropped their hooks, and J had 
became so steeped in the ald accounts and had 
seen so many engravings of the scene, that 
the feeling of having been throuwzh it all be- 
fore Whe COVErpoWEeTLINeE. 


World's First Tattooed Sailors 


No longer, however, dil the “Tahitians 
shout tate! tage! (friend! friencl!); the word, 
a well as the custom of blood brotherhood, 
has passed out of the language and bite of the 
island. But the brown-skinned laughing girls 
Clambered aboard as of old, and hung war- 
lantls of tiare Toit, the sweet-scented single 
vardenia, around our necks. They did not 
rol noses; instead, they cried “Ja ora nal” 
(Health to vou!) and kissed us on both cheeks 

Ll watched a girl in a recd-and-white paren 
—a brightly printed cotton cloth wrapped 
round the body from breast to knecs—trace 


with her finger the tattooed blue anchor on 
the sunburned artnet one of Gur seamen. The 
cycle was complete: When the first Ruropeans 
came to Tahiti, they found both men andl 
wermen decorated with indelible cbesizns. 
“Tattow os it bs colled in their languape,” 
wrote Captain Cook. It was clone by pricking 
the skin with « sharpened bone dipped in 
sect aid Cocenul oil, 

Stidnev Parkinson, ortist on Cook's ship 
Ivins in Matavai Bay in 769, recorded) “Nie. 
Stainshy, myself, and some others of our con: 
pany, underwent the operation, and har our 
arms nuairked.” Doubtless these were the first 
wamen in history ta wear what later hecume 
the traditional bade af the sailor

Crewmen Lured by island Charms 


On this spit of land Capt. lames Cook set 
up his telescopes to observe the transit of Ve- 
nus, and Tahitinns have been observine the 
transients of Venus evor since. For these are 
the Amoruus [sles, sailor's dream of Elysium. 

Near me at the port gangwav a small girl 
in @ bloe-and-white parew, with o mane of 
¢histening hair like a dark cloud, hooked arms 
with an able seaman and smiled up at him, 

“Vou like Tohiti? You stave” she asked, 

With a dazed look ny shipmate swallowed 
and nodded vigorously, Forgotten were the 
worls of Tahitian earnestly practiced in the 

watches of the might “Ves,” he manager to 
croak. “Me like, me stay.” 

The first navigators to touch these ene hant- 
ed shores faced a problem that has become 
classic: how to keep their crews from desert- 


itt, of, al least, how to keep the mens mines 


on their work. Bougainville, the French cir- 
cuimnavigator whe reached Tahiti only afew 
months after Walks, wrote plamtieel: 
“Task, how is one to keep oft their work, 
in the midst.of such aspectacle, four hundred 
young Frenchmen, sailors who for stx months 
hod not Gud eves on a single woman?

Such a cloud of lemend, illiston, and history 
surrounds Tahiti that it seems bigger than it 
is, but actually the island is only 37 miles long. 
It was born when two volcanoes emerged 
from the abyss of the Pacific, touched at their 
periphery, and then cooled in a figure 8, with 
one large and one small lobe. Most Tahitians 
live, as they always have, on the narrow strip 
of flat land—nowhere more thana mile and a 
half wide—that rons round most of the islanel. 

Like her namesake, our Bownty staved sev- 
eral months “the finest ighend in the world,” 
as Bligh called it I went ashore. to live in a 
small thatch-roofed hotise behind a gardenia 
hedge three winding miles east of Papecte in 
the District of Firae. 


Matavals Calm Ends Abruptly 


‘The first navigators came upon Tahiti in 
the winter months, when the southeasterly 
trades blew almost constantly. Then Matavai, 
its waters sheltered by the steep backbone of 
Tahiti itself, is a safe haven: But during the 
summer months the wind sometimes blows 
fram the northwest, and then a dangerous 
ewell sets into the bay, 

Captain Blich, who came here to load 
breadfruit trees for the West Inclies in 1783, 
had to move his ship in early December (Ta- 
hiti is south of the Equator, and of course the 
seasons are reversed), In his log he wrote: 

“1 bal considered Mataval 4 secure 
place In this J am very much mistaken, and 
reccommend it to future Navigators not to 
lie here towards the Southern Sobtice.”

One thing about the white man that Tao- 
hittans could not understand (they still do nat) 
was his exp erated—to them—serse at prop- 
erty. The Polynesian shares willingly any- 
thing he has. He gives freely and wenerusly, 
und) cannot understand therefore why some- 
thinw he admires should not be given to him 
in teturn, So he considers Europeuns rina 
fun—tightisted, He has littl sense of owner- 
ship—except that of land. The latter is a 
very real source of pride, and ignorance of 
this basic fact led to trouble for Fletcher 
Christion and his fellow-mutineers when thev 
divided the scant land of Pitcairn among 
themselves and left nothing for the Eahituins

Jet Hour Gives Way to Silence 


Three miles southwest of Pupeete the new 
airstrip draws a straight black line two miles 
long on the blue-gray waters of the lagoon 
Using rock and gravel from the Punaruy 
River valley, the luilders filled in the lagoon 
near wn isket Now the isle’s coconut palms 
rise forlorniy from black macacdiem, 

Five times a week the Tahitnins panee on 
a promontory abowe the airstrip to watch the 
Bird of Heaven arrive and depart. Minutes 
after the great noise has sent white terns 
exploding inte the wir to cirele in bewilder- 
ment, the envelope of silence heals again over 
Tahiti. Then the mutter of the reef, the voice 
of the island, seems subdued against the 
sustirrius of the trade wind among the feath- 
ery branches of the ironmwood trees that crow 
Hlong the shore. 

The road curves round the ishind so grac- 
uly that Twas not aware of the change-ol 
direction until Moorea was mo longer visible, 
and the mountains moved so far away at one 
or two places that they were hazy with dis- 
tunce. The flat fields are planted to tare, the 
tuber that erows with its feet m muel ane

Party Hunts for Eared Eels 


In Mataiea, 50 miles from Papeete, | wis 
told of a cunous lake, high in the movntains 
of the district. A hunter of wild pigs described 
a strange creature, a biz-eel with ears, which 
he saad lryed th the lake. Thad heard of these 
improbable creatures on my previous visit lo 
Tahiti. 

Cine morning tt dawn, | accompanied some 
of my Bovaly shipmates on an excursion up 
the Vaihiria River valley to the lake. I wanted 
to clive in Lake Vaihiria, to see, and possibly 
to photograph, the eels. We bac! a guide anc 
three porters, whe insisted they could cory 
eighty pwourncls, =o [Liook alone mv Aqua-Lung 
tanks and heavy underwater camera. 

We struck across a field toward the river's 
embrasure in the bills, splashing ankle deep 
through mud and water. Tt wie still the rainy 
seeon, from October through April, waned the 
sodclen trees dripped ceaselessly 

The guide told us that the trail would crass 
the river innumerable times {page 32), He 
was nvht One of my shipnmates cut a notch 
in his walking stick every time we forded the 
river, and When we got to the top, we found 
we heel warded it 67. trmes. 

l have the fisherman's habit; before dis: 
turbing the water, I always peered into the 
Clear vreen depths 7 coull) waually see the 
dark mottled shaclows of small fish that hung 
over the golden grovel. They were vato, o 
kine of perch that lives in nearly every Ta- 
hitian river (pace 35), Occasionally a darting 
black crayfish flipped itself under a stone. 

As we climbed higher, the trees grew thick- 
er and bigger. Giant mape, the Tahitian 
chestnut, leaned over the foaming river ane 
sent their goarled buttress roots down to the 
water's edge. The follen fruits: are gathered 
by women and girls, who bail them and then 
string them) on the midrib of a coconut frond 
to sell. Eaten cold they are excellent, tasting 
much tke gin boikhed chestnuts. 
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Ina fern-shrouded glen, ail lathes beneath ow waterfall, Glow elephant-ear fern ani 
wild chestnut flourish in the damp, shady erove. Commtles: waterfalls cascade in misty 
plumes and broken curtains dawn every mountainside. Tohitiins like to bathe in fresh 


water two snd three tines a diay

James Cook, shortly after Wallis’s 
ie Eineland, sailerc for Tahiti te observ the 


recur 


transit of Venus on the Jrel of June, 169, but 
he also carmed secret instrictions to search 
for the continent which Wallis “had actuals 
Cook in tis wArro/wiion ranged 
farther to the thin anvone hie 
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over What had been thought to be solid land, 
and so in lime came to Tahiti 

On Cook's first vovage, the crew had heen 
divided into. two cumps, the “continents” and 
the “no continents.” Joseph Hanks, one of the 
“Experimental Genthemen” aboard, was a 
“continent,” wet he preserved the properly 
skeptical scientific approach, He eaid: “Un- 
til we know how the vlobe was fixed in the 
pdsition ossiened to it since creation, we need 
hot be overanxious about its balance.” 

Cook-exploded for all time the myth of a 
southern continent that would compare in 
size With the Euro-Asinn and North American 
land masses. He made three voyages round 
the world, discovering «orl charting as he 
went, and fixing with a theretofore unknown 
accuracy the position of islands, coasts, andl 
harbors: In the shining licht of Cook there 
crew up a whole school of scientific navica- 
tors, Whoswept the seas for England, not with 
vuns and boarding cutlasses, but with ebony 
oclints, accurate chronometers, und search- 
Ing telescopes,

Quickening every man's dream of Tahitt 
are the island's women. As 1 watched the 
twittering and laughing girls pass, L tried to 
pin down their celebrated charm, 

They are handsome rather than pretty, 
but their appeal, it seems to me, lies largely 
in the fact that they seem utterly incapable 
Of making an awkwurd movement or of sing- 
ing an off-pitch note. When they move they 
flow, and when they sing their voices blend 
in natural and effortless harmony. 

The long blick hair of the Tahitian valine 
falls almest to her waist in a cascade so in- 
fensely black that littl glints of blue light 
are thrown off like sparks. Usually she tops 
her cloud of hair with an encircling crown of 
white tire that looks like a ring of stars sur- 
rountling & dark nebula. It comes as a shock 
to read that when Tahiti was discovered, the 
women Wore their hair cropped short about 
their ears, The men let their hair grow lon, 
or tied it in a knot on top of the head. 

The Tahitian girl is eager to please her 
man. | was talking one dav with a French- 
man whom | had known from my previous 
vovige. His bride jomed us. and after kiss- 
Ing us cach on both cheeks, she banteringly 
reproached my frend. 

“Today | cooked your exes so carefully, but 
vou shouted, "Do you call these eers?’ And | 


had cocked them for-vou with so much love.” 

“My dear,” replied my friend, a French- 
man to the end, “eges are to be cooked with 
talent, net love.”

Breadfruit Tree Becomes o Monument 


There is in Papeete o Wallis Street and a 
Cook Street, and on the gvafs there stands a 
chalt bearing a bust of the Sieur ce Bougain- 
ville, But in all this lovely island J found no 
memorial to Williatm Bligh. 

Thad broweht with nie to Tahiti on the new 
Bownly a young breadfruit plant which had 
been zrown from mootstock of ane of the 
original trees planted by Bligh tn Jamaica. It 
had thrived in the humid warm climate of 
its nitive land, and one rainy afternoon in 
March we planted it in the soil of Arve, the 
district from which the parent tree hac come 
more thin 168 vears before. 

His Excellency, M. Aimé Grimalel, Gover- 
nor of Tahiti and of French Polynesia, kinds 
consented to accept and plant the brearfriait 
in the nume of the Tahitinn people. Mucdame 
Ross Rooulx, Chiefess of Arue and the only 
female chief on the island, rallied her pepe 
by sending a crier abroad to blow blasts on 
the fw, the triton shell trampet (page 24), 

In the courtyard of the district schoolhouse 
troupe of young girls in bright pareus print- 
ed with a breadfruit design gathered with the 
guests around a square trench 

AC tall Tahitian in a red aiaro, or boineloth, 
placed the plantin the grouned. The Governor 
tossed a-spaceful of black earth around the 
roots: The Chiefess took the spade next. 
then Madame Hall, and myself. The girls 
Clapper ther hands in rhvthm and dancer! 
round the plant, chunting the Song of the Ura 
(brewdfruit). Before | left Tahiti, the plant 
was, like the ones Bligh had taken away, in 
acetate of "charming forwardness.”

"Wa one better than another?” 

‘Some thourht si. People went whoar they 
wot their full measure o° meal,” 

‘Was the grinding fee the same every- 
where?” 

He nodded, “Ome-eighth, or a gallon out of 
o bushel, People had to walt thelr turn. If 
the miller warn't thar, thar was a toll dish 
lo measure oul the mill-owner’s share,” 

These mills ground all the cereals. White 
Hour, however, came from outside, Warons 
of apples, cabhages, or logs went out, and 
white four, “a race ef ginger.” bahe's shoes, 
quinine, or dollars came back. Chice in a 
while a peddier came through the Cove, but 
he sald mostly cloth. 


OHM P. CARTE built a frame house ly his mill, 
J atid it still stauids. It is now called the Becky 
Cable Howse. Mr. Cable operated a general 
store Inoone room, bringing in goods over the 
mountains with oxen, 

His daughter, Becky Cable, is famous in 
Cove history as “Aunt Becky.” She was os 
strony 25 4 man, so strong she could hold “a 
bull by the tail.” She could plow, cut woe, 
cook—any chore that was demanded. She 
never married According te Mrs. John Coada, 
her nieve who now fives near Maryville and 
makes attractive quilts, Aunt Becky “warn't 
mitch on sweetheartin’ except'n for one man.” 
Her father did not approve, and by the time 
John P. Cable cied, the man was dead. 

“So Aunt Becky never did jump the 
Hroom,” Mrs, Conda suid 

Judge Oliver took me to a Cades Cove mill 
built by Frederick Shields, which the judve’s 
futher bought ond moved outside the park: 

“Daddy ran it with a belt froma farm trac- 
tar for a few years.” 

We found it to be in perfect running order. 
The judee said as we left, “From my carly 
days in the Cove, | recall rye bread best, Kye 
bret] made frum rye ground at the old mill 
was the best bread in the world.” 

In the early days a man who harvested 
another's wheat got one-sixth af the crag for 
his labor, Wheat was placed on muslin, then 
beaten with o Mail. 

There were a few tenants in the old days. 
They kept two-thirds of the crop. Landlords 
had two cribs for comm. In one, the tenant's 
corn was kept, The other wie lonewn as the 
“rent crib,” where corn pal by the tenant as 
rent was clieposited. 


WE SETTLERS who entered the Cove in 
the first half of the last century brought 
Kentucky rifles with them. They had the fint- 
lock firing mechanism. One original flinthovk, 
purchased wears ago by John W. Oliver from 
an early settler, if till in the Oliver family. It 
is affectionately referred! to as “Old Bean.” 
Ry the time John W. Oliver wos born, on 
improved model of the Kentucky rifle, using 
percussion cips, wits in style. The one that he 
se! isa bey and handed on to his son Wayne 
is still in eood working order. 

“A hog-eye rifle is whut we called it,” John 
W.. Oliver said. 

George Caughron, father ef Kermit, lives 
with his wife Delia above a rich hollow 
uormed with dogwom! antl mountain may- 
nolia, “Vhere were pivs below their house: 
chickens ran loose: three dogs stood watch 

Delia, who descends from the Myerses, the 
Shicldses, and the Olivers, is spry and alert 
for ber 7O-odd years. She has unkind things 
to say about fox, skunk, and raccoon because 
they raid her chickens. 

“TY doen't confidence them fox."" Delian told 
me. “Hyar [ was spoadin" the garden. The 
chickens durin” the while were after me pick- 
in’ pp worms. Then the fox up and done it,”

H. Oliver, wasn outstanding speller The 
Cove bad a spelling bee lost century that 
people still talk about. [It was between Wil- 
let) H. Oliver anc] Hannah Sparks, William 
H. finally “spelled her down" and challenger 
the teacher, Whe won, Donever learned. 

When John W. Oliver wus a voung man, he 
liveht sechoal for three vears. The bully of the 
Cove always seemed to be from one family— 
descendants of a Revolutionary soldier who 
bought land in the Cove inthe 1820's. The 
folklore of the Cove, long before John W."s 
time, was rich in tales of quarrel with the 
old soldier's rowdy progeny. The family would 
“fit [fight] a circle saw,” it was said. 

So John W, was quite concerned on his 
frst day as teacher, when one of the clon 
came with three voung sons 

“T feared o rection,” he told me. “But the 
futher set thor oll day with miry a word.” 

When John W. Oliver dismissed school 
that first day, the man came up to him ane 
said, “I brung ye three of my brats 1 want 
ve to put the red on “em. They're survigrous 
and deserve it T whup ‘em a lot myself” 

Lasked John W. Oliver why he taucht only 
three veurs. 

“By then | knowed | didn't know enough 
to be w teacher.” 


DHE GLIVERS are undsual people, William 

H. Oliver was among those who saw the 
necd for hither education and sent his son, 
John W., to Maryville tosehenl, then to Laonts- 
wille to o busimess school for o year. 

John returned to the Cove with ideas. He 
introvluced a full-blooded black Angus: bull 
to improve his stock, the first purebred poul- 
iry (Rhode Island Reds), Berkshire hogs, ancl 
Shropshire sheep. Ae studied bees ane bones 
problems and deciced that the Cove needed 
new queen bees: He tnitroduced three-banderl 
lialinn queens and saw the productivity of 
the hives increase. 

There were brook trout in the creeks run- 
ning through the Cove, but John W. tnd oth- 
ers thought roinbow trout would be better. 
Thev brought in some fingertings. 

“Aint-that one more sight,” people anic, 
“Thev'll all go over Abrams Falls and be 
ceader'n four o'clock.” 


Vorte expression was “By founds.” 


But the rainbows lived and in a few years 
were “bigger people had drempt.” 

Joho W. Oliver was rural mail carner-in 
the Cove for 33-vears. A courier brought mail 
aver Lhe mountain six days jo week, and Mr 
(Niver delivered at on horseback around the 
Love. He traveled 70 miles o dav. 

“Hewis oa mighty fine carrier, Mrs. Wayne 
Oliver sant with a twinkle in her eve. “Some- 
times he had to read the mail to the people 
who got it He even had to kill snakes for the 
womentolks.” 

Most Cove people were literate then. 

“Only four couldat read,” John W. Oliver 
sd. “They were Civil War pensioners who 
could only make an 3." 

Cne of those was Davis Potter, whose fi- 
, Unele 
Davis, as they called him, built bis coffin and 
made it ren! comfortable. He liked to getinto 
it and show his neiwhbors how well it fit 

“He aléo used to lay init and drink bis pop 
skull [whisky|." John W. Oliver tolel me. 

But Uncle Davis lost his coffin. One night 
his hdwise Gaueht fire, onal the coffin burned! 
With the pest. 

“We saw the fire from across the Cove,” 
Judge Ohver said. “Someone said, “There 
vores Uncle Davis's cafiin ” 

“He wis a fine man,” John W. Oliver snidl. 
“Noone ever hod anv hardness to him.” 

John W. Oliver told me that in his day Witt 
Shields hac “the bigest spread” in the Cove. 
The Shieldses of Cudes Cove were descend. 
aunts of Frederick (Fed) Shields and Henry H 
Shields, who murried daughters of the orig- 
inal John Oliver, Witt was wson of Henry BH. 
Shields, who was quite o tinkerer, Among 
things he built were a haw baler and a hay 
loader: One day we stopped on a rise of lane 
that overlooks the old Shields place, ancl Mr 
Oliver remimiscect 

“Witt was un itventor. He invented a 
washin’ machine min by water power, His 
wife got caught in hit Witt heered ber holler- 
m anc fit & rag fer the house, Hit almost 
pounded ber to pieces before fe got her out.” 

When Unele Davie Potter heard about the

In Elifah’s days, the people started hunt- 
inv with dow. “When the hounds came on, 
the game didn't last long.” 

There ore endless stories about hunting 

Allen Ledbetter, hunting with dogs, treed 
same coons in & huge tulip poplar, About 
dusk he started to chop the tree down, and he 
Chopped until dawn the following day. Finul- 
lv the huge tree crashed, and he found only 
one baby coon for all his trouble. 

He was “as mad as whiz,” Kermit Caugh- 
ron told me, And the people of the Cove 
chuckled for yeurs over the episode. “Hit was 
the best tickled we ever was” 

There ore many toll tales about hunting 
painters. "Fed" Shields lost a colt to a paint- 
erand went alter the varmint with dogs. They 
treed the painter before the light was strone. 
Fed aimed his finthock rifle, *‘Old Clucker’ 
is Whut he called hit.” John W. Oliver said, In 
the dim light his wim was off, and the paint- 
er was only wounded, Down from the tree it 
came andl fought the dogs. Fed, “afeard” to 
shot lest he kill a dog, pullecl out bits hunting 
knife, dashed into the fray, and “driv" the 
knife into the painter's: heart 

"The last known pointer in the Cove.” John 
W. Oliver said. 

The Cades Cove people enjoved tall tales, 


epectilly the one of the bar hunter: who 
hrowcht one back alive, meaning that the 
b’ar chased him all the way to the Cove, 

There is aleo the story af the man who, be- 
in in the woorls without a @un, came jeress 
wild turkeys. He munaged to. catch one by 
the lees, but it wis so strong it riz” inte the 
sky, few over the mountains, and dropped 
him in another cove. 


MJ [HE LATE SHERMAN MYERS, o Storyteller 
Tat note. liked to tell of the settler whe 
prauved for rain. The Cove averages 50 tches 
nm vear, barbone year it was dov. The old-timer 
proved, “Lord, all Leask fer is27 cents’ wuth 
of ram” An overnight downpour brought 
laniislivies and flash flomis Viewing the ce- 
stroction, he sud. “Lf I'd knowed it was that 
cheap, Td axed fer only a nickel’s woth” 

Mrs. John Couda grew up in the Cove with 
her aunt, Becky Cable A warm, pleasant 
worn now confined to 4 wheel chair by 
orthritis, she once clicl every kind of fierm 
work—inside and oui—except plowing 

“That two-bladed plow was too strong fer 
me,” she explained, 

She remembers best the two-man crosscut 
saw she und her sister weed to saw wooed. 

“Only heat was from the freplace. So cold 
In the bedroom, we'uns ran real fust to bec 
and piled on the kivvers.” 

Their bes were feather beds, “The feather 
bed was mude of duck feathers and put on 
top of the straw becl.” Mrs. Coa saith 

Hash meat was made by cooking, until 
wery tender, the head, feet, and iver of a hee. 
The bones were removed ond the ment 
ground. “Add ground rec peppers, ground 
save, and salt," advised Mra. Coada 

The Cove women put up veectables, fritits, 
and sometimes fowl Green beans were strune 
in the hull to dry und cooked with pork, Such 
heans were called “leatherbritches.” 

Hoercake, so named beciise it wits baked 
an the blade of a hoe, was mace of cornmeal, 
water, jane! salt. 

“We had an old cust-iron baker wt the fire- 
pluce.”

NS OAPRIL [he mountaintops are mostly bor- 
| ren. Spring creeps up the Smokies about a 
hundred feet it day. By the end of June, the 
lnuire!, rhodadendron, und agiles form bril- 
lant colonnades on the summite. Between 
April nid June other flowering shrubs one 
trees bring life to the slopes: the flame azolen 
[known locally as “wild honevsuckte’), which 
thows tech anel yellow blowms from the same 
species; doewood) silverbells; redhud; the 
mountain muavnolli aml the umbrella tree, 
with their large creamy petals. 

The cabin near Greeory Bald was called the 
Moore contin Nearby, a cold-water spring 
with a viterous twe-inch bubble carries the 
same nmume, for Frank Moore of Maryville, a 
Presbyterian preacher. The cabin was lullt 
fot him bw Julius Greg and Carson Kureh- 
field of the Cove: Althouech the Reverend 
Moore spent afew vacations there, the cabin 
wis primarily weed by herders. There is ashel- 
ter there now, built by the Park Service ane 
adorned bw fame araleas No signs of the ole 
herder cabins remain, either ot Gregory or 
at any of the other bales, 

ln rounding up stock, the herders: needed 
corrils in which te assemble the animils. 
They called these corrals “ya'nt Jos,” for 
when many cattlh were penned, the forage 
went fast and the stock became gaunt Dim 
outlines of the ga’nt Jots can still be seen, 
thourh it takes a bit of imagination. 

One June day, Harvey and Anne Broome, 
Rrnest Dickerman, a member of the Smoky 
Wiountaine Hiking Club, Otis Imboden of 
NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC, Michacl Oliver, and 
l hiked inte Gregory Bald. Tt rained inees- 
aanth, andl when we reached the top, for 
rolled restlessly across the bald. The azaleas 
hac watery growths on them, some of them 
hulf the size of a lemon. Thev are known os 
leaf sails, or “pinster apples”; we used them

Wild hows had been 
rooting there, looking for grubs, They trace 
back to wild boars imported fram Furope by 
a hunting club twenty mules distant and long 
since disbanded, The wild boars have crosscel 
with nitive bows, nd the offspring range 
the hills. 

We mentioned the wild hogs to Randolph 
Shields The Park Service bas begin to re- 
move the hogs, he explained, Until they are 
gone 2nd can root up the ground no more, 
those Whe have ancestors in the gravevarids 
In the Cowe will te auicnots, 


To ARE “BAMPS” in the Smokies, 
homely wild onions, scientifically called 
Alfio tiecoccim. The mountain people ate 
both the leaves and the bulbs in the spring- 
time. The custom ts so deep-seated that ts- 
by, Tennessee, has an annual Ramp Festival. 

Joho W. Oliver chuckled as he told me 
about them, “Thats an enion that'll strong 
vo." he satel “One bite’ ll suav with o man fer 
dives The herders up Gregory Bald stunk up 
their cabin when they ate ramps. Sure is a 
surviigrous plant. Only protection a man has 
is to eal some tissels,” 

Harvey Broome, whois a Kroucville lawyer 
atid president of the Wilderness Rociety, vis- 
ited the herder cabin at Spence Field 1n.1976, 
shortly before grazing on the ridges ended 
Tom Sparks of Cades Cove was in charge, A 
rock fireplace wus af one end af the cabin 
and o partition divided it, setting apurt a 
bunkreom. 

“We asked Tom if we could spend the 
night.” Harvey toll me, adding, “It was a 
tere formality, for a mountain min never 
refused lodwiny.” 

Tom replied, “Pull up a cheer.” 

Tom killed a sheep for supper. Steaks were 
fned over the open fire and bread baked ina 
Dutch oven, Some articles of food were re- 
ferred to in the feminine Bread or sheep was 
meant by the question, “Is she dun vet?” 

After supper Tom Sparks “biled” sore 
sheep over the open fire, telling one of his as- 
sistunts, “Better give ber some more water.”

The saddle between the two peaks pro- 
vides one of Kim Drive’s best viewpoints for 
a look at Wizard Island, product of the vol- 
chino 's last activity (pause 147) In itself itis a 
fairssized mountain, for in addition to the 
newly perfect cinder cone rising 7TH3 feet 
above the water, another 1,900 feet lie be- 
neath the surface:

Voleano’s Fiery Breath Marks CH 


For the trip to the island we boarded 7 
boat in (Cleetwood Cove and header west for 
Liao Rock, a huge cliff that towers alimeet 
1,900 feet above the water. 

“This is an ideal place for a geologist to 
study the internal structure of a voleang,” 
remarked Bruce. “Look at Liao Rock See 
how the dark upper half of the cliff is sepa- 
rated from the lighter part below. bw a wiv 
ling? See how that line dips down into a 
U-shape in the middle? What you ure look- 
Ing at is nocross sertion of a former glacial 
wiley. The dark part is lava that filled it up 
and) overflowed. Notice bow it spread out 
over both sickes ?" 

In a bav on Wizard Eloncl’s south side, 
where two floating tree trunks serve o48 o 
landing stuge, o tuind of yellow pollen, re- 
sembling curd, lav on the surface (page 148). 

We climbed to the top of Wizard island, so 
hamed because it is conical in shape, like a 
witurd's hat. In und wreund the 100-vard- 
wide crater grew ou few stunted, stragglv 
pines, miny dead, weathered a ghostly white 
dnd twisted inte grotesque shapes, 

When we returned to the island's shore, 
two of the children—bot fren, the ¢liml— 
plunged! inte the lake foro swim. But its wa- 
ters are tod cole for most swimmers, includ- 
ing me——ahout 35° F. on a summer day. 

We slept on the island uncer the stars, ane 
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lowest points on the rim at Kerr Notch, 6,753 
feet. whose U-shape, denoting a glacial vul- 
ley, We had observed from across the lake. 
Visitors reach for their cameras here, for the 
view of Phantom Ship ts striking: 

From Kerr Notch a steep spur road runs 
down the mountamside for six miles to The 
Pinnacles on Wheeler Creek. 

The glowing avalanches of Mount Maza- 
mia's death throcs almost filled the canyons 
In the southern part of the park with pale 
gray and buff pumice and clark eray scoria, in 
some places to a depth of 400 feet. The area 
was 40 Hercely bot anc) so heavily charged 
with gus that it became o veritable Valley af 
Ten Thousand Smokes, giving off hot poses 
for many years. The canyon has carved 
through the soft pumice, leaving o forest of 


slender pillars and spires. These pinnacles: 
of pumice gol seoria, fused into hardness. 


by rising acid pases, have been aptly called 
“fossil” fumuroles. 

Oecasionally we saw. a skx-bright moun- 
tam bluebird perch atop one pinnacle ane 
then anuther, Small violet-green swallows 
Hitted above and wmonye them, catching in- 
sects. When we saw a mountain chickacdee 
disappear into a hole near the top of a spire, 
we renlized that many pinnacles were hollow 
aml that all three species were nesting in 
them. | 


Flowers Have Brie? Reign 


In Crater Lake National Park. wild flowers 
fo mot spread in dazzling carpets as they do 
in spring at Mount Rainier, Vet there is great, 
variely, In wholly natural Castle Crest Wild- 
flower Garden, a few hundred yards from 
pack headquarters, stenciled! labels identify 
the fowers, shrubs, and trees, ane it surpriserd 
us how quickly we became familiur with coz- 
ens of species. 

The garden's beauty is at its peak when the 
Lewis monkey flowers and Klamath lupines 
are oulin August and dozens of rufous hum- 
mingbirds hover and dart amony them. Then 
the sun shines on the reel cliff of Castle Crest 
above und glints from the tumbling waters 
making music among the rocks, From beds 
of siturated moss peep dainty white Ma- 
closkey violets and elephant-heael pedicularis, 
Whose tiny pink blooms are perfect clephant- 
heacks, complete with trunk and tusks. 

The blooming season is very short, Spring 
does hot come until the first part of July, and 
by mid-September—sometimes as early as 


August—the snow once more begins to fall. 

“Te choean’t eet really cold,” said Jeff Adams, 
the maintenance foreman “It's seldom down 
to zero. But vou should see the enow. More 
than 30 feet falls in 4 vear on wn average, and 
some vers we've hod more than 70, We keep 
the South and West Entrance roads open 
right wp a4 far us the lore. Snow gets 20 feet 
deep up on the rim, and ¢lrifts nearly cover 
the lodge" 

“How ubout headquarters?” I usked. 

“Tt gets as deep as 17 feet,” he replied. “We 
plow right up to the doors of the buildings: 
that's why the new houses have no front 
yards. We have to clear the roofs fairly often, 
Loo. Otherwise thev'cl cave in,” 

Then as an afterthourht he odded, “But 
the lake sure is beautiful in the snow!" 


Hiver Springs From Forest Floor 


Hecause of the fragility of some features 
of the park, the only way to preserve them 
is to limit the number of visitors at one time. 
We were fortunate to visit one such spot, 
accessible only by a fire road—Buoundary 
springs, source of the Rogue River, on the 
park's northwestern border, Three large 
springs gush from the forest floor within a 
few dozen yurds of each other and combine 
at once to form a river of considerable vol- 
ume, many yards wide in places (page 142), 

Since Criter Lake hos no known outlet, 
vet its level remains fairly uniform, it 1s pos- 
sible that the like Hself may contribute to the 
flow of Boundary Springs However, the 
deep pumice deposits are capable of holding 
vast quantities of water, quite sufficient to 
supply this and all the other springs around 
the mountain. 

At Boundary Springs, the cold, ervstal cur- 
rent tues af moss-covered fallen trees that lie 
lodged ancl rotting across the stream. Grow- 
ing from the moss, armies of litth yellow 
monkey flowers lend an elfin touch,
